And it is 
his maiefties Pleaſure , That this his Declaration be fozthwith-publiſted , not 


onely by the ®herifs of London and middleſer, but alſo by all other Sherifs,, 


mays2s. and other Chief £ficers in their reſpective Pꝛecincts and Limits, and 
be the Conffables in every Pariſh. And of this his maiefties pleaſure all perſons 
tinterned are to take notice, and thereunto to give due obedience tothe utmoſt of
